REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the combination of "the steps of 
abutting an inner surface of a sleeve of a bridging beam against an outer surface of a 
pole, a lower portion of the bridging beam penetrating the ground, the bridging beam 
including an elongated raised portion extending outwardly from the sleeve and 
reinforcing the beam by securing a brace in a cavity formed by the elongated raised 
portion prior to abutting the bridging beam against the pole" and the combination of "a 
bridging beam having an elongate sleeve with a raised portion forming a cavity, and a 
pair of longitudinally extending edges on opposite sides of the sleeve each provided 
with a flange that extends outwardly from the pole, a brace shaped to fit snuggly in the 
cavity, a hook member and a stop member mounted in the cavity, the hook and the stop 
each extending into an aperture formed in the brace". 

There would be no reason to modify the prior art without relying in hindsight.
